The supervisor has been waging 
an attack on the 
county’s 
open 
garbage 
dump 
located 
on 
the 
Smith Brothers ranch north of 
San Pedro road at Santa Venetia. 
Whiteley claims odor from the 
site and smoke from 
occasional 
fires drift over residential areas 
causing a large am ount of dis­ 
comfort. 
FAVORED METHOD 
The site at Windsor occupied a 
six-acre area. He described 
the 
dump as follows: 
It had a ditch measuring some 
40 feet in width, 300 feet in length 
and 25 feet in depth. 
All refuse 
except tires, iron and brush was 
placed in the ditch and covered 
each night with five inches of soil. 
W hen the debris reaches the top 
of the trench, it is covered with j 
two feet of soid. 
“When we stood 20 feet away 
from the ditch,” Whiteley said. 
W e couldn’t detect any odor or 
flies. 
“The board of supervisors was 
definitely in favor of this type of 
garbage dump and I can feel sure 
something sim ilar will be done to 
ours within the next 18 m onths.” 
The M arin county dump is cur­ 
rently uncovered, W hiteley said.

SACRAMENTO (A3) — The doors

California’s

hospitals are closed today to pa­ 
tients classified as harmless se­ 
nile?. 
Backed by a state law, Dr. E. H. 
Crawfis, new state 
director of 
mental hygiene, said he issued the 
order because there isn t enough 
room for the 42,000 inmates of the 
•tate’s nine mental institutions. 
He said, in a report to G o v . 
Warren, that despite the over- 
crowdng, a t housand seniles a year 
have been admitted when they ac­ 
tually do not belong in a mental 
hospital. 


Battle Memorial 
NEW HAVEN. Conn. OP)—'This 
city is perhaps the only place in 
the country ■which annually re­ 
calls the battle of Seicheprety, the 
first major land engagement in­ 
volving United States troops in 
Wforld War I. 


Seven platoons in a machine

NUERNBERG, Germany (U.R)— 
Two Germans ignored the possibi­ 
lity of death today and defused 
a two-ton unexploded bomb in the 
center of this silent city as 100,000 
citizens cringed in cellars# 
Demolition experts Erich Fro- 
derman and Richard Hesse delib­ 
erately gambled their lives as they 
squirmed into a narrow opening 
to unscrew three fuses from the 
biggest unpxploded bomb found in 
postwar Germany. 


The wailing of the wartime si­ 
rens sent residents of the endan­ 
gered area scurrying for shelter 
with vivid memories of the de­ 
struction caused by explosion of 
a much smaller bomb in 1951. 
In the weird silence that fol­ 
lowed, the experts took the three- 
hour gamble and won. 
Then they reported over an 
Army field telephone they had re­ 
moved the last fuse and every­ 
one left the cellars. 
All communications with this 
historic city were cut when tele­ 
phone operators abandoned their 
switchboards to seek shelter. 
The central telephone office lies 
in 
the 
mile-square death zone 
which was threatened by the rust­ 
ing, 
eight-year-old 
4,000-pound 
British land mine dropped in the 
heart of the city in 1944 by the 
Royal Air Force.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
Capital Of U.S. Is California 
Judged By U.S. Employees 


California, not Washington, D. C„ has 
become the capital of the United State» if 
the number of federal employees employed 
within irJ border» is any criterion. 
According to figures of the U. S. Civil 
Sen ice Commission, in March 1953 Cali­ 
fornia embraced 259,218 paid civilian em­ 
ployee» in the executive branch of the fed­ 
eral government. 
This compares with only 241,544 govern­ 
ment employee» in the District of Columbia 
and its metropolitan area. New York state 
had only 199,484 on the same date. 
These huge payrolls were not the peak of 
employment. In December 1952, just before 
President Eisenhower took over, California 
had 263.929 federal workers compared to 
245,314 in Washington. However in Cali­ 
fornia, as across the country, Eisenhower 
economy moves have trimmed thousands of 
federal employees, with savings of millions 
of taxpayers dollars. 
Reason for such huge employment by the 
federal government is the demand of ihe 


people for special services. A» service» grow, 
so do city, county, state and federal opera­ 
tions. It is becoming necessary for individ­ 
uals in our communities to resist improve­ 
ment projects financed by federal funds. 
For example, Roy Rosenberg, editor of 
the Sacramento Union, told the California 
N ursery men's Association at its convention 
recently: 
\ 
“If you can not afford to pay for projects 
yourselves, you should not have them. This 
refers to buildings, sea walls, dams, levees, 
irrigation ditches and even to crops.’* 
Only by realistic approach to the finances 
of our government will you be able to re­ 
duce taxes. Only by undertaking locally 
many of the proposals which previously 
were passed on to paternally inclined gov­ 
ernment, will we be able to reduce govern­ 
ment payrolls. 
Rut if we do these things, maybe we can 
return the capital of the nation to Washing­ 
ton, D. C., and keep our own capital in our 
wallets.

American Council for Education states 
that 14 universities have refused to sign a 
contract with a government agency' which 
would give that agency power to require 
dismissal of a teacher disapproved by the 
agency. 
On the face of things, the schools are 
correct. Ihe situation stems from a witch- 
hunting phobia run wild. 
The U. S. Armed Forces Institute, a unit 
of the Defense Department, arranges with 
46 universities to prepare correspondence 
courses for military personnel and grade 
the assignments. This year, the institute in­ 
serted in the standard contract a clause re­ 
quiring dismissal by institute request of 
any teacher of the contracting schools not 
approved by the agency'. 
Partly for protection, partly to keep its 
political petticoats out of the mud, the gov­ 
ernment likes to shore up its contracts with 
stipulations 
regarding 
prevailing 
wages, 
non-discrimination, and other matters. Yet 
there are plenty of ways for the govern­

1 he balking schools stand on a principle, 
protesting governmental domination in the 
guise of protecting« mail-studying military 
personnel from subversive doctrines.

By DORIS FLEESON 
NAPLES — W ith the growing 
strength of Turkey at the Darda­ 
nelles and the Bosporus and the 
agreements about to be signed 
with Spain for bases at the other

This is the southern flank of 
NATO. Its job is to co-ordinate 
Allied land, sea and air power in 
the Mediterranean.

THE HARD CORE of strength 
of this particular headquarters 
at Naples Is the United States 
Navy. There are other commands

W’oodland, the Board of Equali­ 
zation member who has been 
taking on the liquor lobbyists in 
recent weeks. 


MANY OF THE 290 supervisors 
in attendance at the Bal Bijou 
convention expressed consider­ 
able interest in the lieutenant 
governor’s race next year. 
Assuming th at Knight cap­ 
tures the GOP nomination and 
goes on to 
win 
in 
November 
1954, the supervisors speculated 
the 
lieutenant 
governor 
most 
likely would be a Republican and 
very likely a northern California 
politico. 
The supervisory parceled out 
their support between State Sen. 


Harold J. (Butch) Powers, the 
Modoc 
county 
cattleman, 
al­ 
though some supervisors from 
south of the

pressed the thought that “no one

MOLOTOV'S PET 
WHAT READERS SAY: 
Red Envoy 
To Iran In 
On Hot Seat

Until about a month ago, Ana­ 
toli Iossifovich Lavrentiev was 
eating high on the hog. 
Then trouble befell. Now Lav­ 
rentiev is reported “ill” — and 
no wonder. 
Lavrentiev is 49 years old, a 
balding, stocky man who is Rus­ 
sian ambassador to Iran. Unfll 
last m onth’s sudden coup which 
saw the downfall of Iranian Pre­ 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh and 
restoration of the Shah, it looked 
as if Lavrentiev w’as about to 
hand to the Russians one of their 
biggest prizes. 
Iran seemed ready to fall to 
Communism. 


IT WAS THE second time that 
disaster had struck Lavrentiev, 
once regarded as one of Com­ 
munism's 
brightest, 
younger 
light?. 


It was he who failed to read 
the signs in Yugoslavia correctly. 
Yugoslavia’s Marshal Tito re­ 
portedly put the finger on him 
in 1947. That was 
the 
period 
when the Yugoslav-Soviet crisis 
was at its height, and Tito was 
supposed to have complained to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Vyaches- 
lavfMoIotov th at Lavrentiev was 
“stupid." 
“He may be stupid," Molotov 
Is said to have replied, “but he 
is a good Communist.” 


IT WAS PERHAPS 
natural 
that Molotov, who has made a 
career 
of 
mediocrity, 
should 
choose such a one as his own 
particular favorite. 
At any rate, Lavrentiev w-as 
around as, Russian ambassador 
to Yugoslavia when the big split 
occurred. 
Lavrentiev is of the Communist 
school of “economic” diplomats 
which produced such really bril­ 
liant men as Jacob Malik and 
Andrei Gromyko, both of whom 
have been 
formidable 
antago­ 
nists of the United States, in the 
United Nations. 


LAST JULY, with Mossadegh 
showing signs of wanting some 
kind of economic agreement with 
Russia, Lavrentiev was moved to 
Tehran.

His arrival was followed by the 
flight of the Shah and by violent 
pro-Communist 
demonstrations 
staged by the Communist Tudeh 
party. But, with success almost 
in his grasp, it was tom away. 
W hat judgment 
his 
Moscow 
bosses may lower on him is 
problematical. W hether Mplotov 
can get hi? favorite out of trou­ 
ble again is doubtful.

An important qualification of 
the agreement, which was expected 
to get approval both at today's 
AFL convention and at the CIO 
invention in Cleveland m Novem­ 
ber, is that it binds only the AFL 
and CTO unions later signing it. 
Among AFL unions which have 
Indicated they may not go along 
are the teamsters, carpenters and 
pattern makers - unions. Several 
CIO unions also have been cool 
to the idea. But AFL and CIO 
leaders hope the%pact, once in ef­ 
fect, will eventually be endorsed 
by all unions. 
PACT TERMS 
The agreement would commit all 
subscribing AFL-CIO unions for 
a two-year period to put any “raid­ 
ing” question up to arbitrators, 
whose decisions could be legally 
enforced in the courts. 
The AFL convention also was

Tritium for last fall’s test was 
produced slowly and expensively in 
atomic reactors at Hanford, Wash., 
which were originaly designed for 
another purpose.

The old Dempsey instincts were 
there: the slashing, ever-throwing 
tactics which made the Manassa 
Mauler , such a killer in the ring. 
But Marciano didn’t do it with 
that savage Dempsey grace—nor' 
even with the tactics of a true 
champion. 
He butted, hit on the break, and 
continually punched low. He was

The growing need for more space 
to house county offices will be 
reviewed next week with a hope 
of finding a quick solution. 
Marin supervisors will discuss 
the problem Tuesday with a 10- 
member committee appointed last 
June to study the problem but 
never called together by the board 
for a review of the situation.

I’ve been spending some hectic 
days with high school principals. 
Whew, are p r i n c i p a l s busy! 
They’re worse off than ever this 
year. Consider a principal’s jobs: 
He has to be a hot-shot execu­ 
tive, making quick decision all day 
long. If a few decisions turn sour 
he gets the gate. He is the* guy 
who sets up the master schedule. 
It involves scores of teachers, 


J dozens and dozens of courses, and 
up to five thousand teen-agers, 


j His schedule must click, with every 
last young’n in the right spot every 
lhinute of the day. That’s a neat 
trick. 
He is head disciplinarian. Teen­ 
agers are T.N.T., ready to go off 
at the slightest bump. Teachers 
are critical, sometimes asking the 
impossible. Parents are demand­ 
ing. Discipline is probably the 
hardest part of managing a mod­ 
em high school. 
He leads in the improvement of 
instruction. He is supposed to see 
that uhless subjects are dropped 
to make way for important new 
ones. Try and find a useless sub­ 
ject! He is expected to get his 
teachers to use good methods. For 
example, they should adjust their 
assignment« to the abilities of 


their pupils. Fast readers should 
have long assignments, and slow 
readers short ones. That's twice 
as much work for the teacher, and 
s^ne of them don't like to do it. 


He ls head guidance counselor. 
He arranges the machinery so 
each one of his multitude gets en­ 
rolled in the courses which come 
closest to meeting his needs. He 
organizes vocational guidance too, 
so wise choices will be made. He 
keeps a weather eye out for phy­ 
sically handicapped kids, for the 
gifted ones and the very slow ones. 
Do you see what we’ve done to 
your high school principal? We 
have added immeasurably to his 
responsibilities. But w-e have not 
given him the added help he must 
have if he is going to get the job 
done. No wonder he's rushed. That 
doesn’t make sense, does it? Good 
luck principals, it’s been nice be­ 
ing with you! 
QUESTION ANSWERED 
Q. What proportion of American 
teen-agers attend high school? 
A. It averages out at about two- 
thirds. In states like California, 
Washington, New York, probably 
four-fifths of the teen-agers are 
In high school.

Work on the 144 million dollar 
substructure is 45 per cent finish­ 
ed.

Oil Refining 
Abroad Due 
For Big Rise 


WASHINGTON, (U.R)— Crude oil 
refining capacity in free nations 
outside 
the United 
States will 
jump 40 per cent by the end of 
1955 over levels at the end of 1951, 
the Petroleum Administration for 
Defense (PAD) has predicted. 
Acting Deputy (PAD) adminis­ 
trator Rea Jackson said a survey 
by the agency showed that ca­ 
pacity will rise from 4,540,000 to 
6.346.000 barrels daily during that 
period. 
Far East refineries will increase 
their capacities by 7T*per cent, and 
European refiners will show a 47 
per cent rise, the survey showed. 
Western hemisphere refiners plan 
a 28 per cent increase, while no 
major expansion is expected in the 
Carribean area. 
Jackson said the survey includes 
“the most complete and accurate 
figures on foreign refineries ever 
assembled.” 
He said PAD chose 
the 1951 date for the study be­ 
cause Iran’s refineries, rated at 
500.000 to 550,000 barrels daily, 
were lost to free world trade that 
year.

.T o sustain the 
spirits 
of 
the 
Tibetans, the Chinese have prom­ 
ised that nobody will be permitted 
to starve to death. 
The govern­ 
ment has announced the arrival 
soon of another big consignment 
of Chinese rice by way of India. 
In the meantime, the Govern­ 
ment is appealing to the Tibetans 
to work on projects for national 
development. The daily wage of­ 
fered for each worker is equivalent 
to one dollar. In addition, food is 
available to project 
workers 
at 
government shops at a concession. 
The “cultural wing" of the Red 
army vigorously extols the "dig­ 
nity of labor" to induce the T i­ 
betans, mdst of whom are unused 
to manual labor, to volunteer in 
sufficient numbers to man these 
projects. 
Large numbers of lamas (Budd­ 
hist priests) are said to be work­ 
ing on them. 
This is not due to 
the persuasion of the 
“culture 
squads," nor to the lam as’ love of 
Communism. 
These men used to 
depend on gifts of food for their 
subsistence, but such gifts are no 
longer forthcoming. 
They 
must 
therefore work or starve. 
Beggars, 
formerly plentiful in 
Tibet, 
have been driven out of 
business by the 
food shortage. 
Those who can work have joined 
the labor force of the Chinese. But 
large numbers of the sick and dis­ 
abled have crept over the border 
into India and are gathering at 
K&limpong.
